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Conway Sentenced 20-50 Years 


Richard Conway, 82, of South Branch Town. 
ship, was sentenced to 20 to 50 years In a state 
correctional facility for killing his 11-week-old 
daughter, Katt Jo Conway. 

In a pre-sentencing hearing last Wednesday, 
Sept. 27, that lasted nearly seven hours, Circuit 
Court Judge William Porter heard testimony 
from family members, & psychologist, and the 
defendant, Richard S. Conway, regarding the 
abuse Conway had suffered as a child and his 
history of mental illness, 

Repeatly the hearing was delayed when family 
members wept as they described their husband, 
brother, or son as a loving person who cared 
deeply for his children. At the conclusion of the 
hearing Judge Porter rendered his decision for 
the 20 to 60 years in prison, 
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Anne Petrosky and Tony Doremire 
were crowned the 1989 Homecoming 
Queen and King Friday night. See 
more Homecoming photos on page 
12. 
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Conway's brothers, James and Peter, 
described their brother as loyai and trustworthy. 
They said that Richard had been reaching out 
for help prior to August, 1988, but no one in the 
family understood the degree of stress he was 
experiencing. Peter told the judge that Richard 
was not a threat to society, comparing the cir- 
cumstance that led his brother to kill Kati Jo toa 
‘‘bad sore that no longer exists.'' He said that 
sending Richard to prison would not be justice. 

Margaret Moran, Conway's mother, presented 
photographs depicting the ‘‘reat Richard" taken 
on his wedding day, at the birth of his eldest 
daughter, Paige, and at family celebrations. 
Mrs. Moran described her son as an immensely 
talented pianist who thought only of others and 
not enough about his own needs. 

‘“T am convinced that if Richard had been 
more selfish he wouldn't be here today,'' she 
said. 

During most of the testimony Conway listened 
with his right cheek resting in his right hand, but 
during his mother’s description of his wedding 
day, he broke down and wept openly. 

Conway took the stand at 11:40 a.m. to read a 
prepared statement and did not finish his 
testimony until after 2 p.m. Conway set aside the 
prepared text and instead spoke about his 
abusive childhood, his mental problems while In 
the Navy that led to his early release, his martial 
difficulties, and the events that led up to Kati Jo 


Conway's death in August, 1988. 

Conway said he hugged Kati Jo to comfort her 
and let her know he was there for her. 

Conway spoke of playing with his infant 
daughter as he did with Paige, throwing her Into 
the air and swinging her by her feet and hands. 

Conway said Kati Jo bumped her head on the 
wall when he picked her up. 

Conway told of hitting the baby on the back of 
her head to get her to stop crying as well as 
shaking her. 

“When the doctors kept finding Kati Jo’s 
broken bones, I was as shocked as Mary Jo 
because I was unaware that I was hurting her,’’ 
said Conway. ‘I’m going to suffer for the rest of 
my life."’ 

“T didn't beat her, she died because 1 shook 
her.”’ 

‘Lam still a sick young man,'' he said, ‘but I 
don't feel Tam a threat to society or to Paige. I 
isolated Kati Jo and took my stress out on her 
because it is an illness, like cancer, but cancer is 
curable.'' Conway said that as a child he had 
been shown that adults take stresses out on 
children, 

“Tlived that way," he said. 

During Conway's pre-sentencing testimony he 
repeatedly contradicted his earlier testimony in- 
cluding his guilty plea where he stated that ‘‘to 
get her to stop crying, I struck her head on the

Task Force To Explore 
Another Ambulance Option 


A 13-person task force to explore changing the 
county ambulance service to a private, non- 


‘profit corporation was created by the Crawford 


County Board of Commissioners at their meeting 
last Thursday. 

Three advantages connected with the private, 
non-profit corporation are 1) more grants 
available to buy ambulances and equipment, 2) 
higher payments from Medicare for ambulance 
runs, 3) businesses and people may be more 
willing to donate. 

The commissioners did not make any com- 
mitment to change to a private, non-profit cor- 
poration. Commissioners told Howard Taylor, 
head of a citizens group looking in the ambulance 
situation, they didn't want him to feel the com- 
missioners were stepping on his toes. 

The commissioners’ plan is to have the citizens 
group make a recommendation by November 14 
on the best way to provide ambulance service for 


the county. The commissioners will then make a 
decision, 

Beth Wieland, a member of the new task force, 
said the idea of the task force is to do some 
preliminary work now in case the com- 
missioners do want to go the route of private, 
non-profit corporation. She said the Crawford 
County Ambulance Corps is already in place if it 
was decided to go for a millage and keep the 
county ambuwance service going. And_ it 
wouldn't take long for a private firm to be set in 
place. But if the commissioners decide to go 
private, non-profit corporation, some leg-work 
needs to be started before November 14, she 
said. 

Taylor said the orginization of the citizens 
group is complete and they have started inter- 
views and a survey to obtain all the information 
they need about how other ambulance services

ACT Protests Grayling Meeting 


G-P Air Permit Case Moves to Lansing 


A group of AuSable Conservation Trust (ACT) 
supporters cried ‘‘foul’ when they Jearned a 
DNR meeting held Jast Wednesday on a Georgia- 
Pacific air permit was not a public hearing as 
had been requested but an informal, infor- 
mational meeting. 

Following a statement by ACT President Lin- 
da Caswell, 12 persons walked out of the meeting 
at the Grayling Holiday Inn and formed a picket 
line in front of the building. They carried signs 
and wore green T-shirts saying ‘‘ACT NOW, 
FORMALDEHYDE IS FOR CADAVERS." 

In addition to ACT's opposition to the infor- 
mal meeting where individual testimony will not 
be forwarded to the Michigan Air Pollution Con- 
trol Commission (MAPCC) but will be sum- 
marized, the group also stated that 14 days 
public notice of the Sept. 27 meeting was 
inadequate. 

Caswell said that ACT had received signatures 
from 120 Beaver Creek Township residents who 
oppose the Georgia-Pacific expansion project. 
She said because Wednesday's meeting was held 
on a week night rather than on a weekend as 
agreed upon, neither the area residents nor the 
taxpayers who live out of the area could be 
properly represented at the DNRE’s informal 
meeting or the MAPCC’s public hearing in Lan- 
sing Oct. 17. 

“On behalf of the seasonal and year-round 
taxpaying residents of Beaver Creek Township, 
whose quality of life is being gravely affected, 
ACT is protesting the butlding of this chemical 
plant,’’ stated Caswell. She said 67,720 Ibs. of 
formaldehyde and 4,760 Ibs. of phenol are too 
much of a risk to add to the air emissions of the 
7th highest cancer-rated-county-per-capita in 
Michigan. 

Ardon 'Touland, Regional Supervisor at the 
DNR Roscommon Headquarters, stated the 
public hearing would be held at the Harley Hotel 
in Hast Lansing rather than Grayling because 
the Georgia-Pacific permit was only one of many 
permits to be considered by the Commission at 
their October meeting. He said it would be im- 


possible for the commission to hold hearings in 
every affected community for each permit. He 
told the group that the commission was open for 
public comment, written and verbal, and en- 
couraged concerned individuals to go to the Oc- 
tober public hearing to express their concerns. 
DNR RECOMMENDS APPROVAL 

Randal Telesz, of the Air Quality Control 
Division, said the Air Quality Control staff had 
determined that the proposed formaldehyde 
process complies with all applicable federal and 
state air quality regulations and recommends 


that the MAPCC authorize approval of the per- 
mit, subject to the permit conditions and new in- 
formation regarding air quality issues received 
during the comment period or the hearing. 

Copies of the staff analysis and proposed per- 
mit conditions are available at the Roscommon 
Regional Headquartyers, 8717 North Roscom- 
mon Road, and in Lansing at the Air Quality 
Division on the 4th floor of the Steven T. Mason 
Building, 530 West Allegan St. 

In addition to the Sept. 27 meeting, Telesz said

One thing I’ve always disliked 


reading in other newspapers is a 
column by a reporter or editor 
complaining or whining about how 
tough newspaper work is. Prac- 
tically everyone has tough days at 
their jobs but how often do you see 
a column about the problems of 
carpenters, waitresses, or wood- 
cutters? To be fair, I think stories 
about newspaper work shouldn't 
appear any more often than stories 
about other local jobs or 
professions. 

This column isn't supposed to be 
a sob-story about how tough 
newspaper work is. Instead it’s a 
look at some of the complaints we 
hear, published in an informational 
column that we won't print more 
than once a year. 

The Avalanche is too much ad- 
vertising. All you care about is 
making money. : 

The Avalanche better have a lot 
of advertising in order to stay in 
business. The 35 cents paid for 
each newspaper doesn’t even 
cover the cost of printing our 
average run of 5,100 papers. The 
Avalanche is usually 55 to 60 per- 
cent advertising with the rest news. 

We help make money for 
businesses who advertise and their 
money gives us the chance to 
publish Crawford County news. 

There’s no news in the Avalanche 
anymore. 

We average about 20 pages now 
compared to about 1544 pages five 
years ago. More pages mean more 
room for news. In the last year, 
we've devoted a lot of space to in- 
depth articles on Camp Lehman, 


child abuse in Crawford County, | 


the Shawono Center, Georgia 
Pacific's proposed for - 
maldehyde plant, ambulance ser- 
vices, Camp Grayling, county 
operations and school finances. 


All the Avalanche cares about 
are the sensational news stories to 
sell more papers. 

Our circulation is pretty steady 
the whole year no matter what 
story we print. Our Milltown Keep- 
sake Edition is our best selling 
issue. The Avalanche, compared to 
other newspapers, is fairly conser- 
vative in its handling of sensational 
stories. AS @ community 
newspapers we have more stories 
promoting the youth in our area 
than we have controversial stories. 

Why do you print District Court 
news? To embarrass people? 

The District Court and Circuit 
Court news we publish is public in- 
formation available to everyone 
who walks into the county covur- 
‘thouse. We feel county residents 
have the right to know who is being 
convicted of breaking into homes, 
drunk driving, or other crimes. If 
publishing this news helps em- 
barrass and deter even one person 
from driving drunk again and 
killing someone one the highway, 
it’s worth it. 

Okay, but do you have to print 
my name in District Court? 

We feel the Avalanche has to 
print all the names. If we left one 
out it wouldn't be fair to all the 
others whose name we did print. 

Since December, 1986, when we 
made this policy, we’ve printed 
. every name and you can check the 
records at the courthouse. 
_ Why are some court cases one or 
' two years old before they’re prin- 
ted? 

Many 
proceedings. 
Court news when a4 person is 
arraigned on a charge and when 
they are sentenced or the case 
dismissed. We print Circuit Court 
news when @ person is sentenced. 
Some cases are suppressed by a 
judge and no news js printed until a 
circuit court sentencing.

Why do you print those tetters 
that get people mad? 

We print most of the letters to the 
editor we receive because having 
an opinion page is important. It’s 
widely read and how else can 
someone is this county reach more 
than 5,000 readers? Our goal isn’t 
to get people mad. Our goal is to 
provide a space for a wide range of 
opinions, Censoring letters or 
chucking them into the 
wastebasket isn't providing an 
open forum. 


We print District 


But does the Avalanche have to 
support those letter writers by 
giving them big headlines? 

All the letters have headlines ex- 
pressing the letterwriter’s point of 
view. You wouldn't like it if we 
published your letter and then puta 
headline above it ‘Stupid Reader 
Doesn't Know His Head From A 
Hole In The Ground.” 

The Avalanche used to get here 
by 9 a.m. on Wednesdays. What 
are you doing, sleeping in late? 

We're the first paper printed at 
Central Printing in Gaylord when 
it opens at 6 a.m, Wednesday mor- 
ning. We average a few more pages 
than a couple of years ago, we 
usually have more color, and our 
press run is a little larger. This ad- 
ds a few minutes but what's been 
Slowing down the delivery has 
usually been advertising inserts. It 
takes more than an hour to stuff In- 
serts Into 5,100 newspapers . Or if 
we have two sections to our newsp- 
paper, one section has to be stuffed 
into the other adding another hour 
at the printing plant. 

On good weather mornings, the 
Avalanche should usually arrive at 
Frederic by 9:30 a.m. and at the 
Avalanche by 10a.m. All Grayling 
stores and the post office should 
receive the paper by 1 p.m. 
Anything before those times, con- 
sider us early. 

Can’t you spell at the Avalanche? 

Even if we can’t, we should be 
able to check a dictionary or 
telephone book in case of names. If 
your name is spelled wrong, please 
call. A lot of local news is turned in 
over the counter and it’s hard to 
check all of the names. 

How can you call yourself the 
Grayling newspaper when:the Adz 
sometimes has a local story that 
you don’t have? 

The Adz is produced by the 
Gaylord Herald Times, one of the 
best weekly newspapers around. 
They subscribe to an AP wire ser- 
vice that sometimes picks up a 
story from a Lansing government 
source about our area. If we do get 
beat, scooped, or whatever on a 
story, we try to give our readers a 
more in-depth article on the subject 
because Adz usually only has room 
for brief stories. We call ourselves 
your hometown paper because Adz 
usually publishes 8 to 15 Grayling 
stories and photographs each week 
and we publish 80 to 150. 

Why doesn’t the Avalanche cover 
our club meetings? . 

We have one fulltime and one 
parttime reporter/photographer. 
We can’t cover everything so we 
start at the top with the most im- 
portant stories and try to cover 
clubs when they have their special 
events. 


My local article was turned in 
before your deadline. Why wasn’t 
it in this week’s newspaper? 

We try to put the most important 
stories in first. Each week it is a 
challenge to fit all the local news in. 

Sometimes a small article, that 
isn't timely, doesn’t warrant ad- 
ding two more pages. (The way the 
paper is printed, you have to add 
at least two pages, not just one.) 

How did the Avalanche come up 
with its name? 

I think the first owner was stan- 
ding outside his new office one 
January day trying tothink of a 
name for the newspaper when a 
huge pile of snow and ice fell off the 
roof on his head. While his head 
was still a bit cloudy he decided to 
name the newspaper ‘‘Avalanche.”’ 

My own theory is that the paper 
used to be called the Crawford 
County Advance (Advance is a 
popular name for newspapers) in 
the very early days. Then some 
worker at the newspaper pulled a 
joke on the editor and changed the 
nameplate one week to read 
“Crawford County Avalanche” in- 
stead of ‘‘Crawford County Advan- 
ce’’ just to see if the editor would 
notice. (Believe me _ folks, 
newspaper workers do these kinds 
of things.) The poor editor didn’t 
notice it until after 2,000 
newspapers were printed. Rather 
than admit it was a mistake, the 
editor just announced it was the 
newspaper's new name. 

Why did you change the name of 
the Avalanche to ‘Crawford Coun- 
ty Advance”’ this week? 

Don't ask.

Reader Urges That 
People Oppose 
Proposed Plant 


Dear neighbors, 

IT am writing the 
editor so that you will 
become aware of what 
is going on very close to 
us. Georgia Pacific 
wants to open a toxie 


chemical manufac- 
turing plant in our 
backyards. The com- 
pany has dready 


recieved a six year tax 
abatment for the expan- 
sion of a formaldehyde 
manufacturing plant 
and are now waiting ap- 
proval on the air 
pollution permits 
required by the State of 
Michigan. | 

I feel very strongly 
against this plant 
opening for several 
reasons. We are near 
the AuSable, and 
Manistee Rivers, 
Higgins and Houghton 
Lakes. We can not allow 
the risk of having a 
chemical leak explode 
into our air, or filter into 
our water supply of our 
area, 

The company claims 
that they have a great 
safety record, but ask 
them about the toxic 
chemical explosion in 
Columbus, Ohio, in 1984. 
My concern is 
what if??? Then it will 
be much too late, the ef- 


fects will be 
devastating. ' 
There is a lot of 


argument as to what 
levels of formaldehyde 
is safe. The truth is no 
one really knows at 
what levels certain 
people will have adverse 
health affects from for- 
maldehyde. ‘The gover- 
nment does allow cer-

THE WHOLE ISSUE involved in 
the highly-charged emotional 
disagreement surrounding abor- 
tion was brought into clear focus in 
the recent ruling by an otherwise 
obscure Tennessee county judge. 

The tase centered around frozen 
embryos. 

A young couple had started the in 
vitro birth process attempting to 
have a child. Seven of the woman's 
eggs were fertilized. Then the 
couple had a falling out. 

The woman wanied to continue 
the process on her own, and 
hopefully to have a child. The man 
objected, claiming that would be 
forcing him to become a father 
against his will; he didn’t want his 
former wife to bear and raise his 
child. 

They went to court. Should the 
court award custody of the frozen 
embryos to the woman, who would 
try to give birth .... or to the man, 
who would destroy them? 

Circuit Judge W. Dale Young had 
to decide. He called it ‘‘the 
toughest decision of my life as a 
judge ....on a scale of 1 to 10, it was 
a10. [have agonized over it.’’ 


* * * 


THE JUDGE AWARDED the 
embryos to the woman. The em- 
bryos are human, he decided, and 
therefore this became a typical 
child custody dispute. 

‘From fertilization, the cells of a 
human embryo are differentiated, 
unique and specialized to the 
highest degree of distinction,’’ 
Judge Young said. 

“Human life begins at concep- 
tion. (The couple has) produced 
human beings, in vitro, to be known 
as their child or children.”’ 


Once this conclusion was 
‘reached, the rest was simple ..... it 
became like any other’ child 


custody case, with the overriding 
concern being the child’s welfare. 
That rested with the woman, not 
the rnan, the judge decided. 

Hxpectedly, the woman agreed: 
‘I’m definitely going to celebrate,”’ 
she said, ‘I consider them (the 
frozen embryos) life. To me it 
would be killing them if you 
destroyed them.” 

Predictably, the man disagreed: 
‘T still do not feel these embryos 
are human. They have the poten- 
tial for life, but they are just 
genetic material.” 

He plans to appeal. Z

If you believe that life begins at 
conception (as Judge Young has 
ruled), then most of what follows is 
fairly easy to decide. Life must be 
protected, especially by the mother 
(and father) who are responsible 
for starting that life. Fertilized 
eggs are human, and humans 
should not be destroyed. Humans -- 
even fertilized eggs, if they are 
human -- have the right to live, and 
enjoy other rights our system af- 
fords to other living beings, dif- 
ferent only by the fact that they are 
out of the womb rather than still in- 
side the womb. 

If you believe -- as the husband in 


‘this case believes -- that embryos 


are ‘‘just genetic material,’’ then 
most of what follows also is fairly 
easy to decide. It should be left up 
to the woman to decide how to use 
her body. If she doesn’t want to 
continue to carry ‘‘just genetic 
material,’’ then she should have 
the right to dispose of it in any way 
and for any reason she decides. It’s 
her body and her life. 


* * * 

THE PROBLEM IS that there is 
prolonged and legitimate 
disagreement about when life 
begins -- despite Judge Young’s 
ruling in Tennessee, This will con- 
tinue despite what other courts 
rule, too. 

The question is so fundamental, 
and so complicated -- mixing 
religious tenets with scientific 
claims, and all overlarded with ex- 
treme emotion -- that unaimous 
agreement is well nigh impossible.

AND WHAT ABOUT special cir- 
cumstances? What about victims 
of rape and incest? 

Again, if the basic premise that 
life begins at conception is accep- 
table, decisions become easier. 

In a recent Senate debate, Sen. 
Gordon Humphrey of New Ham- 
pshire said: ‘‘A child conceived in 
the crime of rape or incest is no less 
human than those other children 
conceived under more loving cir- 
cumstances.” 

Mr. Humphrey is right; under 
the Judge Young doctrine of im- 
mediate lif for fertilized eggs, 
these are humans and deserve 
protection. The mother may be an 
unfortunate victim, but the welfare 
of the '‘child"’ must be paramount. 

The question of when life begins, 
and thus when it must be protected, 
is an ethical quandary that will 
continue, 

The frozen embryo case in Ten- 
nessee does not solve the question. 
But it does provide a clear focus of 
the underlying division in our 
national disagreement.

wall n the family room several times quite 
hard.” Conway sald that his daughter became 
seml-consclous at that time. 

Kati Jo Conway was taken to Dr, Lloyd 
Hooper's office in Roscomman, to Grayling Mer- 
Cy Hospital by ambulance, and was transferred 
(© Munson Medical Center in ‘Traverse City by 
helicopter. She died at 4:120n August 6. 

_‘The autopsy report revealed that Kati Jo 
Conway had multiple rib fractures including the 
left sixth and seventh ribs and the third through 
Seventh ribs on the right side. 

It stated that 11-week-old Kati Jo Conway had 
several fractures at the distal ends of both the 
femurs and tiblas. Dr. Stephan D. Cole, Forensic 
Pathologist at Blodgett Memorial Medical Cen- 
ter, stated at Conway's preliminary hearing, 
that in his opinion, it would take a tremendous 
amount of force to inftlct these types of frac- 
tures, 

“Probably an adult-size person would have to 
jerk on the extremities with all his or her might 
ashardas they could,’ he said 

The autopsy report said that Kati Jo Conway 
had suffered three recent skull fractures and 
listed the cause of death as craniocerebral 
trauma. 

Immediately following Kati Jo Conway's 
hospitalization, Conway told hospital officials 
and later the police that his daughter, Paige, had 
pushed over the baby's swing causing Kati Jo to 
hit her head on the floor. In July he plead guilty 
to second degree murder. 


Donald i. Wifsrerald, PhD, a clinical 
psychologist at the Battle Creek Veterans 
Hospital, who had heen seeing Conway about 
twice “a week until his bond was revoked tn 
August, said that Conway had a narcissistic and 
histrionic personality disorder. These disorders 
manifest themselves in an excessive interest in 
one's own appearance, comfort, importance, and 
abilities, 

When asked if Conway's personality disorders 
could be cured, Dr. Fitzgerald likened Conway's 
problems to an amputated leg. He said with a 
prosthesis the amputee could be taught to stand 
upright, walk, and function in a mobile society, 
but in the end he would still be missing a leg. Dr. 
Fitzgerald said Conway has come a long way in 
recognizing his responsibility in the death of Kati 
Jo, but that he required long-term therpy to 
enable him to ‘stop running his needs over the 
top of others,’’ but that his personality would 
always be missing something. He sald that Con- 
way was mentally handicapped. Dr. Fitzgerald 
also said that in his opinion, Conway was not 
aware that what he was doing to his baby could 
kill her,

the MAPCC was currently holding a 21-day 
public comment period to provide an opportunity 
to comment on the proposed formaldehyde 
manufacturing process. 


USE SCIENTIFIC DATA 

Roy Spangler, from the MSU Cooperative Ex- 
tension, and a resident of Roscommon County, 
encouraged the Air Quality Commission and the 
DNR to make their decision about Georgia- 
Pacific’s permit based on scientific data. 

There have been a lot of emotional statements 
made about the project as well as statements 
made about the econemics of the project,’' he 
said, ‘‘and probably neither one of those issues 
should be the deciding factor.’’ He said scientific 
data and the safety of the affected communities 
should be the primary factors in deciding the 
permit question. 

Joseph Newman, manager of the Georgia- 
Pacific Resin facility on Four Mile Road, 
location for the proposed formaldehyde plant, 
stated that Georgia-Pacific had amended their 
application twice to Insure there will no increase 
in formaldehyde emissions. He said the 
new facility will increase the county’s tax base, 
increase employment, and increase the revenues 
to other local businesses. 

‘Wrom a personal standpoint,’’ said Newman, 
‘‘Ailthough I am interested in having a good job 
with Georgia-Pacific, I am also committed to a 
clean environment. I do not feel the proposed 
expansion poses any risk to ensuring my family 
will grow up in quality surroundings.'’ He said 
Georgia-Pacific is a responsibly managed and 
operated company. 

CHAMBDER SUPPORT 

Grayling Regional Chamber Director Deb 
Barry spoke in support of the proposed expan- 
sion project and read a letter from Chamber 
President William Cary. 

“Industry as well as tourism is essential to the 
economic status and quality of life we currently 
enjoy in Crawford County,’’ said Cary. ‘‘The 
forest products industries are some of the largest 
employers in Crawford County, and one of the 
largest is Georgia-Pacific.'’ Cary said Georgia- 
Pacific has maintained an excellent track record 
in Crawford County and is considered by the 
Chamber to be a valued asset. 

Lawrence Frymire, of Eagle Point Road, 
questioned the Air Quality Control staff report 
concerning the worse case scenario. The report 
dealt with norma! operation conditions for wor- 
ge case scenarios. 

‘‘What happens if the place blows up?"’ asked 
Frymire. 

“That’s not normal operation,’”’ said Telesz. 

Frymire said , in his opinion, a worse case 
scenario should take into consideration an ac- 
cident, not occurances in normal operations. 

‘There are so many possibilities in terms of 
the amount of materials spilled, the magnitude 
of the accident, the metrological conditions at 
that time, and how the company and the local of- 
ficials respond to the situation that it is im- 
possible to predict a worse case scenario,’ ex- 
plained David Yanochko, Senior Engineer with 
Air Quality Contro) Division. He said short term, 
reversible side effects that could occur during a 
spill would include eye irritations, headcahes, 
and breathing problems. 


‘He was just trying to stop her from crying,” 
he said, 

Mary Jo Conway testified that her husband 
had been a victim of child abuse. She said Con- 
way had been kidnapped by his mother and her 
boyfriend from his father’s home In New Mexico 
when he was 10 years old, She said Conway was 
tied, gagged and zipped into a sleeping bag until 
they were well outside Albuquerque. During the 
kidnapping, Conway was beaten about the face, 
she said. Conway returned to New Mexico with 
his father, but later came to Hve with his mother 
and suffered additional abuse from his step- 
father. 

‘Thave no doubt that Katl Jo was loved by her 
father,"’ said Mary Jo Conway. ‘'We may not 
fully understand how a sick man could do these 
horrendous things to a sweet precious baby, but 
I know Richard was sick when it happened. 
Richard needs intense psycho-therapy.”' 

Prosecuting Attorney John Huss asked Mary 
Jo Conway If she had even seen her husband 
violent and she recailed several incidences, On- 
ce, following a Christmas party when Conway 
had too much to drink and had become abusive, 
Mary Jo said she called the police because she 
said she was concerned about her and Paige's 
safety. She told of his hitting her on her back 
with the palm of his hand several times, once 
knocking her on the ground when she was four 
months pregnant with Katl Jo. She said Conway 
slapped Kat! Jo on the face when she was two 
weeks old. 


The maximum sentence Conway could have 
received is life. The sentence agreement for the 
guilty plea was for not less than 20 years. 

Conway's guilty plea saved the county ap- 
proximately $60,000, according to the 
prosecutor's office. If a trial would have taken 
place the prosecution would have called wit- 
nesses from as far away as Texas. The county 
would have had to pay all transportation, 
lodging, meals, witness fee expenses as well as 
all jury fees. These expenses would have in- 
creased substantially if a change of venue would 
have been requested and granted, and the trial 
held in another county. 


Just prior to sentencing, Huss said that he 
never had the opportunity to meet the victim, 
Kati Jo Conway. He said she was born on May 
17, 1988 and died on August 6, and that during 
that time had not had a good life. 

“The one person who should have cherished 
her, loved her, and protected her, namely her 
father, Richard Conway, did not fulfill his 
responstbilities."’ stated Huss, '‘and now she will 
never know what a snow storm its like, will never

dy, of Grayling. ‘‘If they follow these standards 
in their formaldehyde facility, gentlemen, I 
would encourage you to grant their permit.” 

. STANDARDS NOT HIGH ENOUGH 

George Stancil pointed out that over the last 10- 
15 years many decisions have been made regar- 
ding environmental concerns based on scientific 
data, and that the result has been a continual 
deterioration of air and water quality. He 
proposed that these scientific standards are not- 
high enough and that in the next century, 
Americans are going to be dealing with some 
very serious environmental problems. Stancil 
said the air quality standards for Crawford 
County are the same as in the Trenton and River 
Rouge area, and that based on compliance of 
these standards, it is possible along with this 
formaldehyde plant, that steel plant, a paper 
mill and any other type of industry could locate 
in Crawford County. 

Many other local residents spoke in favor and 
in opposition of the proposed formaldehyde 
facility. In addition to the panel of Air Quality 
Control experts, there were 10 representatives 
from Georgia-Pacific to answer questions. 

Georgia-Pacific is also in the process of ap- 
plying for a storage permit with the Water 
Resources Commission.

On August 31, 1989, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) filed an application with the Mich- 


_ igan Public Service Commission (Commission) for 


approval of the joint agreement and cost recovery related 
to MichCon's Energy Conservation Programs. 

MichCon is a Michigan corporation with principal 
offices located at 500 Griswold Street, Detroit, Mich- 
igan and is engaged in the distribution and sale of 
natural gas to approximately one million residential, 
commercial and industrial customers, all within the 
State of Michigan. 

On September 9, 1986, the Commission issued an 
Order and Notice of Hearing in Case No. U-8528 com: 
mencing a generic review of the Michigan Residen- 
tial Conservation Services (MRCS) programs and 
Zero-Interest Loan programs. MichCon, along with other 
utilities, participated in the proceedings. On June 28, 
1988, the Commission issued its Opinion and Order 
in Case No. U-8528 directing each electric and gas 
utility operating an MRCS program to file a biennial 
energy conservation plan with the Commission Staff 
(Staff). The Commission specified in its Order that 
the Staff was to conduct an informal review of the 
utilities’ reports and “if the utility, the Staff and alll 
iriterested parties are able to agree to modifications 
for that utility's energy conservation programs, the 
parties should jointly file application seeking approval 
of the modifications by the Commission” On Decem- 
ber 2, 1988, MichCon filed its energy conservation 
report and served copies on all of the participating 
utilities and various intervenor groups which might 
have an interest in the plan. 

Subsequently, MichCon participated in a series of 
reviews and discussions with Staff and the participat- 
ing parties listed in its application which resulted in a 
final energy conservation report and settlement 
agreement. 

Copies of the settlement agreement and energy 
conservation report, which, among other things, detail 
and explain the modifications to its energy conserva- 
tion programs and the proposed cost recovery, are 
attached to its application. As more specifically set 
forth in the application, settlement agreement and 
report, MichCon’s proposed conservation programs 
include: (a) continuation of and modifications to its 
residential energy audit service; (b) initiation of a resi- 
dential low-interest financirig program for the instal- 
lation of ceiling insulation, high-efficiency gas-fired 
furnaces and clock thermostats; (c) operation of a res- 
idential weatherization service pilot program; (d) pro- 
grams and services targeted to high-usage Michigan 
Department of Social Services clients enrolled in the 
Heating Assistance Plan; (e) continuation of and mod- 
ifications to its commercial energy audit services: (f) 
incentives for commercial and industrial customers to 
install cost-effective conservation measures; (g) oper- 
ation of a commercial energy accounting pilot pro- 
gram; and (h) the offering of assistance and technical 
studies for industrial and large commercial customers.

MRCS program costs. 


~MichCon further proposes to: (a) discontinue its 
MRCS surcharge effective with the implementation 
of the proposed conservation programs surcharge and 
carry forward any over/under recoveries of MRCS pro- 
gram expenses as expenses under the energy conser- 
vation programs; (b) on or before September 30, 1991, 
file for reconciliation of its energy conservation pro- 
grams expenses for the period from July 1, 1988, through 
June 30, 1991; and (c} submit its next Energy Conser- 
vation Report no later than September 30, 1991.

even with out a lighter 
or match you can 
start a fire. Take stock 
of the situation, Maybe 
you remember a pine 
grove is just a hundred 
yards or so back on the 
trail. That will offer 
some relief from the 
wind and snow so you 
drag the buck back to 
the pines, 

It's better here un- 
der the pines and you 
think a fire would be 
nice. Can do, for you 
can use your rifle to 
start a fire. Gather up 
the driest tinder you 
can find and shave a 
little pile of dry pine 
shavings. Now unload 
your rifle take one of 
the shells and insert 
the bullet end in the 
end of the barrel. Now 
wiggle the case gently 
to loosen the bullet, 
Now take the shell in 
your hands and pull the 
bullet out of the case 
with your fingers, 
Dump the gun powder 
on your. pile of 
shavings.

various oak trees. 
Because these acorns, 
or mast, are so valuable 
as wildlife food, the 
trees which produce 
thern deserve a closer 
look, 

The Oak genus (Quer- 
cus) is a large one, 
comprising nearly three 
hundred species 
throughout the northern 
hemisphere. Fifty of 
these species are found 
in North Amercia and 
eleven in Michigan. 
These can be divided in- 
to two groups, the white 
oaks and the red oaks. 
The white oaks have 
leaves with rounded 
lobes and acorns which 
ripen in the autumn of 
their first season. The 
kernals of these acorns 
are usually sweet. 
Examples of white oaks 
are white oak, fur oak, 
and swamp oak. 

The red oaks have 
leaves with pointed 
lobes, and bitter kernal 
acorns which mature in 
the autumn of their 
second season. Red oak, 
pin oak and scarlet oak 
are examples of this 
group. 

Good hunters know

During pertods of acorn 
abundance, it is often 
better to hunt near this 
natural food supply than 
the carrot and beet piles 
which suddenly and un- 
naturally spring up. 

In addition to wildlife 
food, acorns provide 
nutritional food for 
humans. Native 


Americans and early 
settlers learned that 
leeching removes tannin 
from the acorns. Tannin 
is the chemical which 
gives acorns their bitter 
taste. 

To leech them, boil 
the nut meats for a 
couple of hours, 
changing the water as it 
becomes stained by the 
tannin. Allow them to 
sun dry or roast them in 
the oven. Acorns can be 
used like any other nut ° 
or ground up and used 
as flour in baking bread.
